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TWO BANK BANDITS 
SLAIN IN HOlDlir 


Steeleville, 
Mo., March 
20.—Two 
hank robbers were killed, one 
was 
wounded and 
a fourth 
captured at 
1:20 o’clock this afternoon 
when 
a 
gang of five tried to rob the Farmers’ 
Bank of Steelville, where a posse of 
armed citizens and deputies 
under 
Sheriff Enke, who had been forewarn­ 
ed, lay in hiding and ambushed 
the 
desperadoes. 
A fifth member of the 
gang escaped by jumping through a 
roar window of the bank. 
No look was obtained. 
The dead robbers were described 
by their wounded companion as Al­ 
bert “Bozo” Walter, 33, of Mitchell, 
III., and Basil Doman, 30, of Madison, 
111. 
Both were ridded with revolver 
bullets and shotgun slugs. 
The captured bandit is Leslie Hei­ 
tor, 28, of Granite City. 
The wound­ 
ed man described himself as 
Dave 
McQuillan, 32, of the same place. Mc­ 
Quillan 
was 
wounded 
by shotgun 
slugs. 
A. W. Schwieder, garage* proprie­ 
tor and automobile dealer 
of Steel- 
ville, was wounded in both legs in 
the revolver battle with the robbers. 
He was taken to St. .John’s Hospital 
in St. Ix>uis. 
At 8:30 o’clock this morning 
five 
men in :in automobile bearing a 1924 
Missouri license aroused the suspici­ 
ons of Sheriff Enke and citizens 
by 
making numerous inquiries about the 
bank. They drove out of town a few 
minutes later. 
Fearing that a raid on the 
bank 
would be* staged, Sheriff Enke armed 
his deputies with shotguns and noti­ 
fied two dozen citizens and business 
men to conceal themselves on the first 
and second floors of buildings 
near 
the hank. 
While Cashier D. F. Hartnett and 
W. L. Wirtgo, a bookkeeper, were at 
work at 1:20 p. m., the bandit machine 
drove up in front of the bank. Three 
of the 
robbers, carrying 
revolvers, 
ran into the hank. Hartnett and Win- 
go, covered by two of the robbers, re­ 
treated to the vault, where they were 
looked. 
One of the -¿robbers started 
firing his revolver 
at this juncture, 
while his companion looted a teller's 
cage of 1000, which 
he placed in a 
sack. 
The bandit w*ho succeeded in mak­ 
ing his escape and Walter observing 
members of the posse closing in on 
the front door, jumped through 
a 
rear window. 
Walter ran 50 yards 
and collapsed with bullets in 
heau 
and body. His companion eluded pur­ 
suit and fled from towm. 
Walter wa:s 
carrying the sack containing the bank 
loot. 
In the meantime the third ban­ 
dit 
ran out 
of the front door and 
jumped into the machine. 
Doman was sitting at the wheel of 
the car, into w'hieh the posse poured 
a volley. 
He crumpled up and fell 
across the wheel. 
McQuillan w'as ov­ 
erpowered. 
He was found to 
have 
been wounded. 
Reiter, who had been 
sitting in the automobile with Doman, 
jumped out of the machine and start­ 
ed lunning away from the bank. He 
was overtaken and captured. 
Search for the man who 
escaped 
was started immediately. 
McQuillan, in relating what occur­ 
red in the bank after he, Walter and 
their companion 
entered 
the place, 
said: 
“Bozo” Walter started shoot­ 
ing at random as soon as he got in­ 
side. 
He was not shooting at anyone 
particular—just shooting to make it 
lively”. 
The bandits only fired three or four 
shots after the possemen came from 
their hiding places. 
It was two 
of 
these shots that wounded Schwieder. 
Sheriff Enke explained how his sus­ 
picions had been aroused by the bat­ 
tery of questions which the bandits 
addressed to citizens and merchants 
when they drove through Steelville in 
the morning. “Everything pointed to 
a bank robbery—and we were prepar­ 
ed”, Sheriff Enke said.

to “ hoed” 
crops, or crops such as corn, 
which 
must be cultivated several times, the 
portion done by horsepower is much 
greater than th at of spring breaking. 
Tractors, it is shown, have increased 
in number in Missouri 
in the 
last 
year or two, but are used principally) 
in preparing land 
for planting 
and 
sowing, rather than in cultivation or 
harvesting. 
The 1924 Missouri horse survey in­ 
dicated that 25 per cent of the Yiorse 
stock of the State was 12 years old 
or more,

production of young stock is expect­ 
ed for this spring than last year.

PECAN ORCHARD FOR 
NEW MADRID COUNTY 


In considering the great variety of 
crops that may be successfuly raised 
in New Madrid cuonty, there is one 
that appears to be lost sight of, that 
of pecan nuts. 
L. C. P h illip s is one 
of the few men in the county 
who 
have made a study of pecan tre< s and 
>y 
their action might be following 
others to their advantage. 
A short time ago, Mr. Phillips, ac­ 
companied by Chaf. Knott of New 
Madrid, made a 
trm 
to Mississippi 
and Louisiana and while there made 
a number of observations and inci­ 
dentally secured 4000 cuttings 
that 
will be grafted 
by 
them 
on pecan 
trees on their acreage near New Ma­ 
drid, where hundreds of trees are al­ 
ready growing. 
Mr. Phillips told of 
one tree he had planted the seed for 
twenty years ago, that had reached a 
height of sixty feet. 
Properly 
cared 
foi 
and planted 
from seventy to eighty 
feet 
apart, 
native sedling, that should be grafted 
later, will grow’ fairly rapid and in a 
comparatively short length of 
time 
will bear marketable mu 
in quanti­ 
ties that will net such a comfortable 
sum that land upon which the 
trees 
a r e , will become worth $1,000 an acre. 
Mr. Phillips is an enthusiast on this 
question and his example may be the 
means of added wealth to the county. 
For not only are the pecan trees pro­ 
fitable from their product but

furnish welcome 
shade as well and 
should be planted 
with maples and

This is state pride Week in Missou- 
i. 
The Missouri state flag, official 
“ Missouri Day”, new 
slate capitol, 
and Mark Twain monument bills were 
adopted. 
Missouri has a state 
day 
and seal, flag and flower, but no of­ 
ficial state song. 
“The Oliver Flag”, Missouri’s of­ 
ficial standard, was adopted on March 
22, 1915. 
Its 
hsitory 
merits 
the 
name. 
Mrs. R. B. Oliver, of Cape 
Girardeau, designed it. 
She did this 
at the request of the Missouri Daugh­ 
ters of the American Revolution. Ex- 
Senator R. B. Oliver drafted the bill. 
His nephew, Senator Arthur L. Oliv­ 
er, of Caruthersville, introduced it in 
the Legislature in 1909 and again in 
1911, where it twice passed the Sen* 
ae but failed in the House. The ori­ 
ginal design of the flag, painted 
by 
Miss Mary Kochtitzky, of Cape Gir­ 
ardeau, was destroyed in the capitol 
fire of 1911. 
A similar one was made 
again by Mrs. Oliver and introduced 
in the House in 1913 by her nephew, 
Representative Charles C. Oliver, of 
Cape Girardeau. 
On this, its 
third 
venture in the Legislature, the “Oliv­ 
er Flag” was adopted. 
A reproduction of the state flag is 
found in the session acts of 1913. The 
design embracse the colors of the na­ 
tional flag, red, white and blue. The 
coat-of-arms of Missouri is in 
the 
center, denoting the state as the po­ 
litical center of the nation with five 
states each to the east and west, and 
two each to the north and south. The 
twenty-four stars on the blue 
band 
encircling the coat-of-arms signifies 
that Missouri was thg twenty-fourth 
state admitted into the Union. 
The 
unique feature is the 
coat-of-arms, 
which has only 
twenty-three stars. 
The law provides twenty-three small 
stars and one large star, symbolizing 
Missouri. 
All reproductions of 
the 
state seal adhere to only twenty-two 
small stars. 
Why? 
As the adoption of Missouri’s state 
flag and flower were each largely the 
work of a woman, supported by wo­ 
men’s organizations, so was the adop­ 
tion of “Missouri Day”. 
The idea of 
this day first came to a Missourian in 
Oklahoma, Mrs. Arna Brosius Korn. 
She had been a charter member of 
the Missouri Society of the 
Sooner 
State and with her friends had left 
the need of a commemorative 
day 
which all could observe. 
On her re­ 
turn to Trenton, Mo., she drafted a 
bill for inaugurating a Missouri Day. 
After 
widespread 
endorsement 
by 
state organizations, the bill was intro­ 
duced in the Legislature by Dr. J. A. 
Waterman, representative from Cald­ 
well 
County, 
Mrs. 
Korn’s 
native 
home. 
It unanimously passed both 
houses and became a law March 22, 
1915. 
As originally drafted the day set 
apart w-as the first day of October. 
The author chose the fall of the year 
as the most desirable season 
and 
wisely preferred October as the best 
month. 
Mark Twain said: 
“Missou­ 
ri is at her best in October”. 
The 
first day was settled upon as com­ 
memorating the establishment of the 
permanent seat of government 
at 
Jefferson City, 
on 
October 1, 1826. 
The Legislature to secure exactness 
chnaged the date to the first Monday 
in October, not knowing, 
perhaps, 
that the first Monday was also histor­ 
ically a red letter day in our history. 
On the first Monday 
in 
October, 
1820, Missouri elected her first two 
United States Senators, David Bar­ 
ton and Thomas II. Benton. The story 


runs that Barton was elected first, 
andthat it was several days later be­ 
fore Benton 
could 
muster 
enough 
votes. 
Perpetuated for nearly a cen­ 
tury in memoirs and histories, 
the 
tardition was not abandoned until the 
last decade when our state historian 
consulted the Seriate Journal of the 
1820 
Missouri 
General 
Assembly. 
They there found that all senatorial 
candidates were voted on at the same 
time, and that Barton and 
Benton 
were elected on the same day, Octo­ 
ber 2, 1820, which fell on the fir t 
Monday of the month. 
Among the outstanding acts of the 
State of Missouri the fruits of which 
will live in history is the passage on 
March 24, 1911, of two laws. On e au­ 
thorized an election, that year 
for 
voting $3,500,000 of bonds for erect­ 
ing a new State capitol. 
The other 
provided for the appointment of 
a 
State Capitol Commission Board for 
building the new state house. 
The 
people approved thi* bonds by a vote 
of 
144,664 
for, 
to 46,468 against; 
their approval 
of 
the commission, 
consisting of E. W. Stephens, Colum­ 
bia, J. C. A. Hliler, Glencoe, A. 
A. 
Speer, Chamois, and Theodore I.acaff, 
Nevada, has been unanimous. 
Missouri has had three capitals, St. 
Louis, St. Charles and Jefferson City, 
and many capitols, of 
which 
three 
were regarded 
as 
permament. 
The 
first of these latter three was built 
in 1823-24 in Jeffe rson City. 
It cost 
$25,000, and served as mansion and 
state house. 
It burned in 1837 
and 
Missouri lost records that will n e v e r 
be replaced. 
The second permanent 
capitol, begun in 1838, 
was 
to cost 
$75,-000. 
When finished it cost near 
ly $350,000. 
It was destroyed by fire 
on February 5, 1911. The last state 
house was begun in 1913.

The paintings 
and decora­ 
tion cost $700,000. 
The State capitol is Missouri’s most 
beautiful building. It stands a monu­ 
ment of art and utility to citizen and 
commission.

It is one 
of the greatest standing proofs of a 
forward looking people who have re 
tained the gift of bearing righteous 
men of ability and integrity.

A mountain lion in a cage is worth 
much more than numerous mountains 
•lions roaming 
the 
woods, 
or even 
¡than several mountain lions up a tree. 
| In fact, mountain lions at large rep­ 
r e s e n t a minus quantity, as far as 
jvalue is concerned, 
and the govern­ 
m e n t is willing to pay well for them, 
dead or alive. 
Circuses and menag­ 
eries will 
pay 
even more for them 
alive and 
in good 
condition. 
And, 
I therefore, several hardy W esterners 
j have acquired the habit of getting a 
¡lion up a tree, going up after 
him 
(and capturing him, in a quiet, gentle 
way, so that neither his health 
nor 
appearance will be impaired. 
Out in 
Glacier National Park there are 
at 
least two men who don’t hesitate to 
Climb a tree and engage in an argu­ 
ment, without firearms, with 140 lbs. 
of wild, bad-tempered mountain lion. 
Two Montana men—Jim Whilt 
of 
Eureka and Boh Baker of Libby—de­ 
vote a portion of their time to catch­ 
ing the ljons alive. 
Both men do th • 
hulk of this work in Glacier Nation 
al Park. 
They 
use 
no 
traps of any kind. 
Their only tools are some hounds for 
tailing and treeing the cat, a noosed 
rope on the end of 
a 
10 or 12-foot 
pole, and a heavy leather muzzle to 
slip over the animals jaws. 
In twenty years Baker has captur­ 
ed more than five hundred ‘varmints', 
while Whilt, newer at the work, 
a l­ 
ready has over a hundred to his cred­ 
it. 
Baker permits 
visitors to Glacier 
National Park to accompany him and 
to watch from a safe distance. 
As a 
rule, he does not have much difficulty 
in persuading the spectators not 
to 
crowd around as he attempts to rope 
his lion. 
The first essential to success in the 
lion-catching game 
is dogs, prefer­ 
ably crosses between foxhounds and 
bloodhounds. The dogs make the first 
move in the actual lion hunt by tree­ 
ing the animal and keeping it treed 
until the arrival of the hunter. 
The 
extreme cowardice of the lion makes 
it a comparatively simple task for a 
sagacious, well-trained dog to hold it 
up a tree sometimes for hours, or as 
has happened, even for a day or more. 
The second 
move 
is made by the 
man. 
He shins up the tree in which 
the lion has taken refuge and takes 
his position as near as possible 
to 
the snarling beast. 
Then, with the aid of his pole, 
on 
the end of which dangles a noose, he 
reaches out along the limb where the 
lion crouches, and holding his 
perch 
with his legs, maneuvers the noose 
until he succeeds in slipping it over 
the lions head. 
From then on the game requires 
fast action. 
The hunter drops to the 
ground, paying out, as lie goes down, 
the rope that is secure about the lion’s 
neck. 
Next, he proceeds to pull the lion 
out of the tree. 
Before the creature 
has time to regain his equilibrium the 
hunter 
quickly 
snubs 
the 
lariat 
around the 
foot of the tree, 
then 
hastily sets about 
the 
exceedingly 
ticklish job of hog-tying the cat. 
At this point the spectators usual­ 
ly glance about to make certain that 
all trails leading elsewhere are clear 
and 
ready 
for 
immediate use. 
A 
mountain lion, to be sure, is one of 
the most cowardly things that walk 
the earth. 
It will avoid trouble 
if 
there is any opportunity of doing so. 
But, cornered, it is a terrible anta­ 
gonist. 
The average persons knows what a 
16-pound alley cat can do with teeth 
and claws when its temper is arous­ 
ed. Roll fifteen or twenty alley cats 
into one, give this one the strength 
of a hundred alley cats, equip it with 
teeth 
and 
claws 
of corresponding 
size and effectiveness, and you have 
a fair.id ea of what Baker or Whilt 
have for a playmate when they go to 
the mat with a mountain lion. 
As matters now stand, any error 
of judgment, careless, a single little 
slipe, will mean that the hunter loses 
—npt necessarily merely the lion, but 
a finger, a foot 
or 
so of skin, 
or, 
quite possibly, a neck. 
Baker, expert though he is, carries 
on his body long scars as mementoes 
of his encounters. 
Once, while snub­ 
bing a 200-pound lion into a tree, 
he 
did not keep light enough hold on his 
rope. 
The noose worked loose as the 
big cat fought for its freedom. Once 
free, the panther attacked him, maul­ 
ing him severely. 
Baker, to save his 
life, ended the struggle with a thrust 
of his knife. 
On another occasion Baker m anag­ 
ed to prevent the escape of his catch 
by choking it into submission before 
it could work free 
from 
the noose. 
But he lost a finger in the scuffle. 
But when the difficult task of 
hog- 
tying the beast has been accomplish­ 
ed, 
the 
rest—so 
Baker 
and Whilt 
state— is 
comparatively 
easy. 
A 
leather muzzle is slipped over the an ­ 
imal’s jaws and buckled behind 
its 
head. It is tied securely to a pole. The 
hunter then shoulders the pole, and 
with 
one 
hundred 
to two hundred 
pounds of live, meat-loving cat drap­ 
ed across his back, starts home. 
Then, with visions of the price he 
’will receive from the animal-buyer, 


the hunter totes his catch into his lit­ 
tle camp, ties it securely to a stretch­ 
er, specially prepared for the purpose, 
and, 
with 
the 
aid 
of his partner, 
starts over the trail to town. 
Animal men declare that the pro­ 
vision requiring delivery in a sound 
condition eliminates cruelty, if noth­ 
ing else would do so, that the binding 
of a rope too tightly 
or 
in such 
a 
way as to “burn” the hide would au­ 
tomatically make the entire work 
of 
the capture useless, and that it stands 
to reason that no sane man will cause 
injury to an animal when he knows 
that it would render all is efforts and 
his personal risk futile; that if for no 
other reason than plain commercial­ 
ism, the lion-catcher treats his cap­ 
ture carefully.

It was

music halls of London; the crews of 
Coasting ships sang it in the A tlantic 
towns of Canada; it was even carried 
by sailors to the seaports of A ustra- 
! lia. 
j 
Gold was discovered in the Sacra- 
I mento Valley in January, 1848, but 
the “S usannah” song did not become 
epidemic until 
nearly 
a y ear later. 
News traveled slowly in those days. 
The first definite account of the g reat 
California discovery was printed 
by 
the New York papers Septem ber 
16, 
1848. 
It was not, however, until the 
first shipm ents of the magic yellow 
ingots arrived several m onths later 
that the g reat rush to the W est—-the 
stam pede of the “ F o rty -N in ers”— be­ 
gan. 
Much has been w ritten about 
the 
d arin g treasu re seekers 
u*ho braved 
the hardships and dangers of the long 
overland trail to try their luck with 
pick and pan in th e El Dorado of the 
Pacific Coast, but little has been told 
of the men who made the hardy less 
hazardous journey by sea. 
This is all 
the more rem arkable because 
these 
intrepid A rgonauts of ’49 outnum ber­ 
ed those who chose the land route two 
to one. 
T here were th ere sea routes: 
To 
Mexico and overland to the Pcaific; to 
P a n am a 
and 
across 
the 
Isthm us; 
around 
Cape 
Horn. 
Within 
a few 
m onths every old tub tlfat could 
be 
m ade to float w as pressed into serv­ 
ice to carry the goldseekers. 
H undreds of companies w ere o rg an ­ 
ized for the purpose of mining gold 
in 
California. 
Yirtualy 
every city 
and town of im portance in the E ast 
had 
at 
least 
one 
organization. 
Shares were sold and the money thus 
obtained was used to send a picked 
com pany of men to the gold fields. 
B ut the men w ere not the only vic­ 
tim s of the gold fever. 
It attcaked 
the women with alm ost equal virul­ 
ence. 
Thousands of women invested 
their savings in gold companies. One 
enterprising woman, a Mrs. F arnham 
of New' York attem pted to organize 
a special com pany of women to go to 
California. 
She chartered the schoon­ 
er Angelique for this purpose, but her 
project was a failure. 
T he company 
idea 
spread almost 
with the same rapidity as the “ S usan­ 
nah" song. 
Many milling companies 
were organized in G reat B ritain and 
France, and scores of the A rgonauts 
of ’49 traversed the sea routes of the 
Atlantic, 
In F ebruary, 18»'.’. Du i.- 
don Times 
reported 
th at 6 million 
dollars had been invested in England 
in C alifornia gold companies. 
The great m ajority of the organiz­ 
ed expeditions

traveled by the sea routes. 
Ships set 
forth from practically every port in 
the E ast, all crowded to the guards

hunters.

The third day they reached Gorgon, 
¿i village on a high bluff.

through a dense dark wood and for

consisted of a semi- 
quagm ire of deep, stick clay.

The 
saloons, gam bling resorts and dance 
halls did a thriving trade, for many 
of the g4>ld hunters, while waiting for 
a ship, led a m erry life. 
The rules governing m ost of 
the 
com panies were designed to keep the 
men on the straight and narrow path 
that was supposed to lead to gol»l and 
handsom e dividends. 
They w ere foi 
bidden to drink or to gam ble, 
and 
most of the ships set sail with almost 
enough Bibles to ballast them on the 
return trip, 
But in Panam a the Bi 
bles rem ained unopened and the 
re­ 
ligious instruction w as forgotten. In­ 
deed, not a few indulged so freely in 
the wild plesaures that the place a f ­ 
forded th a t by the 
time 
they 
were 
able to obtain a ship they had 
no 
money left to pay their passage. 
There were naturally few er ships 
in the Pacific than in 
the 
Atlantic 
service, consequently throughout 
the 
gold rush there were a thousand 
or 
more held up at Panam a. 
The ships 
anchored eleven miles from the 
city 
and as soon as they appeared 
every 
small boat in the place w as pounced 
upon and a wild race began to obtain 
a place for the northbound 
voyage. 
The vessels all sailed north scandal­ 
ously overcrowded, and the voyage to 
San Francisco frequenlty w as a tem p­ 
estuous 
series 
of 
m isadvenutres. 
M any of the ships w ere under-provis- 
ionde and there was much suffering 
from hu n g er; the crews 
were surly 
and disgruntled 
and 
m utinies were 
not 
infrequent; the passengers were 
irascible and m any a time the pistols 
and bowie 
knives, 
which had 
been 
merely ornam ents during the A tlan­ 
tic voyage, came into actual use in a 
melee. 
As the rush increased the fares sky­ 
rocketed. 
The schedules of the ship 
companies as announced in New York 
and Boston were $150 from New* York 
to C hagres; C hagres to Panam a, 20, 
and Panam a to San Francisco, $250. 
But m any w ere compelled to pay as 
high as $600 for tran sp o rta tio n from 
Panam a to Frisco. However, this was 
a small m a tte r to those who believed 
they could pick up $600 w orth of nug­ 
gets in a day, and those who had the 
money paid it willingly. 
The m ajority of those who went by 
the Mexica route sailed to Vera Cruz 
and m arched overland, generally 
by 
way of Puebla and the City of Mexi­ 
co to M azatlan, w here they took ship 
for San Francisco. 
O thers sailed to 
Galveston or Corpus Christi and en­ 
tered Texas at Laredo with M azatlan 
as th eir objective.

Mexico 
at th a t tim e was in a state of tu r ­ 
moil. Smallpox and cholera were pre 
valent in many districts;

Mexicans roving about and incipient 
revolts were of alm ost weekly occur- 


score or m ore of former mates, while 
the rem ainder, with the exception of 
two clergym en, were all experienced 
men of the sea.

Doubling Cape Horn April 5, 
in a gale, she reached Valparaiso on 
April 29 and arrived at San Francis­ 
co in July. 
The voyage of thi Edward E verett 
w as typical of the voyages of most of 
the other Argosies 
that 
sailed the 
long route. 
As compared with those 
who w ent by w ay of Mexico or

Isthm us,

had an easy 
time. 
In fact, their life, though a l it 
m onotonous, w as Otherwise

Steeleville, 
Mo., March 
20.—Two 
hank robbers ware killed, one 
was 
wounded nnd 
a fourth 
raptured at 
1:20 o’clock this afternoon 
when 
a 
Kang of five tried to rob the F a n n e rs’ 
Bank of Steelville, where a posse of 
armed citizens nnd deputies 
under 
Sheriff Enke, who had been forewarn­ 
ed, lay in hiding and ambushed 
the 
desperadoes. 
A fifth member of the 
gang escaped by jumping through a 
rear window of the bank. 
N o look was obtained. 
The dead robbers were described 
by their wounded companion as Al­ 
bert “ Bozo” W alter, 33, of Mitchell, 
III., and Basil Homan, 30, of Madison, 
111. 
Both were ridded with revolver 
bullets and shotgun slugs. 
The captured bandit is I>*slie Rei 
ter, 28, of Granite City. 
The wound­ 
ed man described himself as 
Dave 
McQuillan, .‘12, of the same place. Mc­ 
Quillan 
was 
wounded 
by shotgun 
slugs. 
A. W. Schwieder, garage* proprie­ 
tor and automobile 
dealer 
of Steel 
ville, was wounded In both legs in 
the revolver battle with the robbers 
He was taken to St. John’s Hospital 
in St. I/>uis. 
At 8:30 o’clock this morning 
five 
rneji in an automobile bearing a 1924 
Missouri license aroused the suspici 
ons of Sheriff Enke and citizens 
by 
making numerous inquiries about the 
bank. 
They drove out of town a few 
minutes later. 
Fearing that a raid on the 
bonk 
would be staged, Sheriff Enke armed 
his deputies with shotguns and noti­ 
fied two dozen citizens and business 
men to conceal themselves on the first

HORSES DO 86 PFR GENT 
OF MISSOURI FARM PLOWING 


Jefferson City, March P.*.— Despite 
the fact that they are decreasing 
in 
numbers, Missouri horses do 86 per 
cent of the farm plowing, compared 
to 14 per cent or less done by 
trac­ 
tors, the State Board of Agriculture 
and the United States Department of 
Agriculture branch here say. 
There 
are approximately 10,000 tractors in 
the State, which, working 30 full days 
per year, would plow 2,100,000 acres 
of the 15,000,000 
acres 
devoted 
to 
crops, the statement shows. 
Of 
the 
land 
planted 
to "hoed” 
crops, or crops such as corn, 
which 
must be cultivated several times, the 
portion done by horsepower is much 
greater than th a t of spring breaking. 
Tractors, it is shown, have increased 
in number in Missouri 
in the 
last 
year or two, but ere used principally] 
in preparing land 
for planting 
and 
sowing, rather than in cultivation or 
harvesting. 
The 1924 Missouri horse survey in­ 
dicated that 25 per cent of the liorse 
stock of the State was 12 years old 
or more, 
but 
a considerably larger 
production of young stock is expect­ 
ed for this spring than last year. On 
farm s where the tractor has been in­ 
troduced, the report 
of 
the depart­ 
ment shows an average of two 
and 
one-half horses have been displaced 
per farm. 
However, the tillable acre­ 
age per farm 
has 
increased 45 per 
cent, through 
the 
combined use 
of 
horses and tractors. 
“The horse and 
mule 
cannot 
be 
wholly displaced on as many as 
95

Two Montana men 
Jim Whilt

Eureka and Bub Baker of Libby —de­ 
vote a portion of their time to catch­ 
ing the Rons alive. 
Both men do the 
bulk of this work in Glacier Nation 
a I Park. 
They 
use 
no 
traps of any kind. 
Their only tools are some hounds for 
tailing and treeing the cat, a noosed 
rope on the end of 
a 
10 
or 12-foot 
pole, and a heavy leather muzzle to 
lip over the animals jaws. 
In twenty years Baker has captur­ 
ed more than five hundred ‘varm ints’, 
while Whilt, newer at the work, 
a l­ 
ready has over a hundred to his cred­ 
it. 
Baker permits 
visitors to Glacier 
National Park to accompany him and 
to watch from a safe distance. 
As a 
ule, he does not have much difficulty 
in persuading the spectators not 
to 
crowd around as he attem pts to rope 
his lion. 
* 
The first essential to success in the 
lion-catching game 
is dogs, prefer­ 
ably crosses between foxhounds and 
bloodhounds. The dogs make the first 
move in the actual lion hunt by tree­ 
ing the animal and keeping it treed 
until the arrival of the hunter. 
The 
extreme cowardice of the lion makes 
it a comparatively simple task for a 
sagacious, well-trained dog to hold it 
up a tree sometimes for hours, or as 
has happened, even for a day or more. 
The second 
move 
is made by the 
man. 
He shins up the tree in which 
the lion has taken refuge and takes 
his position as near as possible 
to 
the snarling beast. 
Then, with the aid of his pole, 
on 
the end of which dangles a noose, he 
reaches out along the limb where the 
lion crouches, and holding his 
perch 
with his legs, maneuvers the noose 
until he succeeds in slipping it over 
the lion's head. 
From then tin the game requires 
fast action. 
The hunter drops to the 
ground, paying out, as he goes down, 
the rope that is secure about the lion’s 
neck. 
Next, he proceeds to pull the lion 
out of the tree. 
Before the creature 
has time to regain his equilibrium the 
hunter 
quickly 
snubs 
the 
lariat 
around the 
foot of the tree, 
then 
hastily sets about 
the 
exceedingly 
ticklish job of hog-tying the cat. 
At this point the spectators usual­ 
ly glance about to make certain that 
all trails leading elsewhere are clear 
and 
ready 
for 
immediate use. 
A 
mountain lion, to be sure, is one of 
the most cowardly things that walk 
the earth. 
It will avoid trouble 
if 
there is any opportunity of doing so. 
But, cornered, it is a terrible an ta ­ 
gonist. 
The average persons knows what a 
10-pound alley cat can do with teeth 
and claws when its temper is arous­ 
ed. Roll fifteen or twenty alley cats 
into one, give this one the strength 
of a hundred alley cats, equip it w’ith 
teeth 
and 
claws 
of corresponding 
size and effectiveness, and you have 
fair.idea of what Baker or Whilt 
have for a playmate when they go to 
the mat with a mountain lion. 
As m atters now stand, any error 
of judgment, careless, a single little 
slipe, will mean that the hunter loses 
—npt necessarily merely the lion, but 
a finger, a foot 
or 
so of skin, 
or, 
quite possibly, a neck. 
Baker, expert though he is, carries 
on his body long scars as mementoes 
of his encounters. 
Once, while snub­ 
bing a 200-pound lion into a tree, 
he 
did not keep tight enough hold on his 
rope. 
The noose worked loose as the 
big eat fought for its freedom. Once 
free, the panther attacked him, maul­ 
ing him severely. 
Baker, to save his 
life, ended the struggle with a thrust 
of his knife. 
On another occasion Baker m anag­ 
ed to prevent the escape of his catch 
by choking it into submission before 
it could work free 
from

But he lost a finger in the scuffle.
